Bill Simms, head of the industrial divi- 
sion of the state Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke to the local directors and other busi- 
nessmen here Friday, Tying in the work of 
all the Chamber committees with that of the 
group hunting new industries, Mr. Simms 
made a potent case for a resurgence of that 
good old Southern hospitality.
